REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

• Claims 1-21 are allowed over prior art of record that neither teaches nor fairly suggestive of a 
metal complex composition, a method of preparing the complex solution and a process of 
preparing a superconductor meeting the limitations of the instant claims by the applicants. 

The closest prior art by Mizuta et al (US Patent 5,039,654) discloses making of 
YBC0123 starting from acetylacetonates of the components in a solvent of pyridine and 
propionic acid (Col-6, Example-9). Gupta et al (Appl. Phys. Lett. 1988 52(24) 2077-2079) 
and Araki et al (JP 2002-080297) teach making of YBC0123 from aqueous solutions of 
trifluoroacetates obtained from aqueous solutions of mixed metal acetates. Prior art of record 
neither teaches nor suggestive of a metal complex consisting of acetylacetonate- 
trifluoroacetate-pyridine and a method of making the complex and a process of making a 
superconductor meeting the limitations of the instant claims by the applicants. 

• The examiner construes the phrase "sufficient" in claim- 16 to be definite as period of heating 
is limited to the formation of superconductive phase known to one of ordinary skill in the art.
